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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 9/7/06 has been entered. Claims 1-37 and 39-68 
are canceled. Claim 38 is pending in the instant application 

The rejections previously pending claims 39-68 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, and 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) are withdrawn in view of the cancelation of these claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

As stated in the previous office action, claim 38 is considered free of the prior art and 
allowable at this time. 

The following new objection applies to the specification. 

Specification 

The specification is objected to for failing to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 
1.821 through 1.825 for the reason(s) set forth on the attached Notice To Comply With 
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Requirements For Patent Applications Containing Nucleotide Sequence And/Or Amino Acid 
Sequence Disclosures. Specifically, the specification contains sequence disclosures that are 
encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 CFR 
1.821 (a)(1) and (a)(2) and which are not specifically identified by SEQ ID NOS. While it is 
noted that applicant filed an amendment to the specification on 7/26/00 which amends the 
specification on certain pages by inserting SEQ ID NOS for various sequences, the amendment 
does not insert SEQ ID NOS for all amino acid and nucleic acid sequences listed in the 
specification which are encompassed by 37 CFR 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). Please note that each 
recitation of a sequence in the specification must be identified by SEQ ID NO, even if that 
sequence was previously identified by SEQ ID NO. on a previous page. Pages 13-14, 20-21, 47, 
68, 76, 93-97, 112, 115, 124, and 126 of the specification all contain numerous sequences which 
are not identified by SEQ ID NOS. Further, it is unclear whether these sequences are present in 
the paper copy and CRF of the sequence listing filed in this application on 7/26/00. If the 
sequences are present in the paper and CRF listings, applicant may fully comply with 37 CFR 
1.821 by amending the specification to include the proper SEQ ID NOS for each recitation of a 
sequence. If the sequences are not present on the filed paper and CRF listings, then new paper 
and CRF sequence listings are required as set forth in the Notice to Comply.
